Let  me  again  express  my  deepest  and  sincerest  gratitude  for 
your  thoughtfulness  in  sending  me  these  beautiful  pieces  of  art. 
Since  Roseline  and  I  intend  to  visit  Italy  this  summer,  we  will 
certainly  plan  to  see  the  originals  (which  must  be  still  more 
beautiful  than  the  reproductions)  in  Florence. 

My  wife  joins  me  in  this  expression  of  thanks  and  wishes  to  be 
remembered  to  Miriam.    We  hope  that  we  shall  have  the  oppor- 
tunity  to  meet  you  and  the  rest  of  the  family.
